AT THE PLUMED ENIGHT’S HOME. 
CALIPORNIA’S GREETING TO MAIN 

AvGcusta, Me., June 9.-[Speolal. Augusta 
is ablaze with light tonight and noisy with the 
strains of music from half a dozen brass 
bands. Special trains have been coming and 
goimy all the evening, and thousands of people 
have been threading the streets in coupies and 
processions. The occasion of all this excite- 
ment is the arrival of the California committee 
and the Maine delegation direct from Chicago 
to congratulate Mr. Blaine upon hig noui- 
nation. 


i 


THROUGH MASSACHUSETTS. - 

The special train which brought these gentle- 
men from Chicago reached Boston about 10 
o’clock this morning. From the Boston & 
Albany they were taken to the Quincy 
House and sumptuously entertained at break- 
fast by Mr. Charies Williams, of Manchester, 
N. H. At 11:80 the party was driven to the 
Eastern Depot. A special train, neatly deoc- 
orated, was there in waiting, and at fifteen min- 
utes to 12 it started for Mr. Blaine’s home. A- 
though there were some few people gathered 
at Lynn and one or two other places, the re- 
ception through Massachusetts was rather 
frigid, and the train stopped at only two or 
three places. 

ACROSS NEW HAMPSHIRE. ee 

There was a change as soon as New Hamp- 
shire was reached, and when the special drew 
into Portsmouth there was a waving of hats 
and handkerchiefs. Although the citizens 
knew of the approach of the train only fifteen 
minutes before it drew into the depot, there was 
a call for speeches, and Congressman Boutelle, 
of Maine, introduced Congressman Horace Dav- 
is, of California. The Maine Congressman spoke 
earnestly in introducing the speaker from the 
Golden State, and Mr. Davis discoursed elo- 
quently of the nominee and of the loyalty of 
the Republicans of the Granit State. While the 
Pacific Coast representative was still 
the train drew away. | 


ALONG THE ROUTE IN MAINE. 

It was a little after half-past 2 o'clock when 
the cars arrived at Portiand, having made the 
run from Boston in jess than two hours and a 
half, running time—probably the fastest on 
record over this line. Its arrival in the 
chief city of Maine was greeted by 
the roar,/of artiliery, the strains of music, and 
the cheers of the crowd. Here there was more 
demand for speeches, and Collector Dows intro- 
duced George C. Wing, Chairman of the Maine 
delezation, who in turn presented George O. 
Knight, of California. For some fifteen or 
twenty minutes there was talk, music, and 
artillery vieing with each other for the mastery. 
Finally there was comparative quiet, and five 
freshly-decorated cars were hitched on, quick- 
ly filled with representative men from the low- 
er end of Maine, and the train drew away to- 
ward Augusta. | 

Brunswick was the first station of importance 
reacoed. There the special met with an 
ovation. Other special trains from Lew- 
iston and Auburn, Bath and Rock- 
land, each having large delegations with bands 
of music, were in waiting. Perhaps 2,000 peo- 
ple were at the depot to welcome the coming 
delegation and right well did they do it. Gen. 
Chamberlain, who lives there, was expected to 
join the party, but baving a prior engagement 
to deliver an address sent regrets and con- 
gratulations to the nominee. At Gardiner 
there was quite a demonstration by the people, 
music, artillery salutes, etc. 

THE ARRIVAL AT AUGUSTA. 

It was after 5 o’clock when all the specials 
drew into the depot here. In the meantime other 
excursion trains had arrived from different parts 
of the State, as far up as Bangor. Perhaps 
2,000 people were at the depot to welcome the 
strangers and gree: their own returning 
friends, The home committee having in charge 
the arrangements fur the reception was non- 
partisan. The Augusta part of the program 
was to a great extent a manifestation of local 
pride in a gifted townéman—an outpouring ot 
friends and neighbors regardless of party. 

WORDS OF WELCOME. 

As soon as the California committee stepped 
from the cars ex-Gov. Connor made the official 
welcome. 

The venerable Hannibal Hamlin, who had 
come down from Bangor, was loudly calied for 
and also spoke. 

THROUGH THE CITY. 

After the last werd of applause had died 
away at the depot the march was begun through 
the city and by the way of State street to Mr. 
Blaine’s home. Along the route the residences 
were decorated with flags and streamers, mot- 
toes, and Chinese lanterns, and although the 
rain fell as if in gentle protest agaiost so much 
noise, the streets were lined by moving and 
curious people. 

AN EAGER THRONG. 

Around the bouse gathered a thousand per- 
sons, eager, patient, perspiring, pressing for- 
ward to the wide open door of the statesman's 
mansion, straining every nerve of sight to 
see. every sense of sound to hear the long- 
wanted words. Men who fortweive years have 
lived in sight of tneir illustrious neighbor's 
home, hoping and waiting for the hour, jammed 
their moistened shoulders against men who but 
tought bad caught the fever that possesses 
every friend of James G. Blaine, The illustri- 
ous men of the Kennebec mingled in the com- 
mon purpose with great ones from the Penob- 
scot. Portland, Bangur, Lewiston, Auburn, 
and a dozen other Maine towns and cities sent 
their people to bid the Plumed Kuig¢ht a great 
and earnest godspeed on his new way. 

THE GROUP AT THE HOUBE. 

There was no doubt about the pur- 
pose of those who thronpged around 
the doors and windows of thé State street res- 
idence. Against the windows to the left of 
th door stood four young ladies of Mr. 


Biaine’s household attired in white, while be- 


hind in the dim suggestion of shadowed relief 
was the handsome and now placid face of 
Mrs. Blaine. Above the baloony were grouped 
the younger children, while Walzer Blaine 
acted as a good-humored and smiling chiet- 
marshal. The street resounded with music. 
The hills sent down the chime of a dozen 
ohuroh bells. The valleys of the river and the 
shores answered in the blowing of whistles, 
while from a wharf beneath the hill every 
minute came the rousing applause of deep 
sounding Cannon.

FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT. 

Avausta, Me., June 9.—|Speciai.}—Last Fri- 
day night the celebrants of Mr. Biaine’s 
nomination were well wet down by a heavy 
rainfall late in the evening. Today the same 
thing occurred, the flood-gates being opened 
about 2 o’clock and remaining so about three 
hours. This change from the pleasant weather 
of the morning caused a Cessation to the 
decorative work of the city, and Augusta, in- 
stead of being as prettily decorated as any city 
in the State ever was, bad to be satisfied with 
a modest display of buntifg. The rain also 
prevented such an illumin in the even- 
ing as was intended, The finit announce- 
ment of the arrival of the California deiewation 
with their accompanying friends for this after- 
noon created about the same furor through- 
out the State as the anneuncement of Mr. 
Biaine’s nomination, and special trains were 
run to this city from Bangor, Bath, Lewis, 
Rockland, and Portiand, bringing fully 4,000 
people to the Mentor of Maine. Among the 
prominent people present were the Hon. Han- 
nidal Hamlin, ex v. Davis of Bangor, the 
Hon. J. L. Cutter, President of the State Sen- 
ate, and several other members of the Legis- 
lature. The Hon. g. C. Hatoh, of the Execu- 
tive Council, was also preseat with other mem- 
bers of the State Goveriment. The train 
with the Chicago party arrived about 6 
o'clock, and was wejco by bands from the 
National Soldiers’ Home at Torus and from 
this city, after which a brief address of wel- 
come was pronounced by ex-Goy. Connor, 
Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee of Wel- 
come. - 

Mr. Blaine since his nomination has maina- 
tained the imperturbable calmness that charac- 
terized him before the meeting of the conven- 
tion. the casual observer there 
would be no “indication in his daily 
life of the unsought honors conferred upon 
him by his friends. He is the same calm, dig- 
nified personage that be bas been since his re- 
tirement from active political life, and uniess all 
signs fail he will give the country a conservative 
Administration that will cBallenge the admira- 
tion of his friends.

DETAILS OF THE EVENT. 

Avausta, Me., June 9.—At 5:40 o’clock the 
long train of thirteen cars rolled into Augusta, 
where bands of music playing, whisties 
blowing, beils iery. firing, and 
crowds were assembi to meet . A ptoces- 
sion with music and banners was formed to 
escort the visitors. °

egation in words of welcome, which were ro- 
sponded to by Senator McClure, of California, 
who closed great cheering by saying:

The enthusiasm of the crowd at the depot 
was interrupted by a band striking up, and the 
procession proceeded through the principal 
streets to the residence of Blaige, in front of 
which quite a crowd was assembled watching 
en artist sketching for an illustrated paper. 
The procession arrived at 6:45, and 
the Californians were received with the clap- 
ping of hands as they passed into the house.

During bis boyhood he manifested a strong bias 
towards research in natural selence. Mr. Vennor’'s 
aceAemical studies were supplemented by a course 
i .he soBlogical anil geological 


the Geological Commission of Canada 

shere in various surveys during fifteen years. 
Throughout his long se in the commission Mr. 
Vennor spent more ti traveling over the wilds 
and remote parts of Canada in canoe and on foot 
than any other man in the Dominion. In 
1870 he was elected fellow of the Geological 
Society of England and contributed a paper con- 
taining interesting discoveries and speculations to 
the discussions of that learned body. The next 
season he discovered gold in Madoc Township, and 
bad panned out severai hand#@d doliars’ worth of 
the precious metal before bis “find” was made 
known. His special feld in the survey was the 
Lawrentian Mountains or great Lawrentian system 
of rocks, which he mapped Out over a considerable 
area. Mr. Vennor’s revised Cinssification of the 
old Lawrentian rocks of Canada provoked inter- 
esting discussions among the geologists of both 
hemispheres and augmented his reputation as a 
scientific observer. In 1880 Mr. Vennor resigned 
his commission on the Geological Commission. and 
during his remaining yeurs acted as consulting 
geologist and mine inspector and published Ven- 
nor’s Monthly Bulletin. Mr. Vennor’s celebrity as a 
prognosticator of the weather dates from the fall 
of 1876, when he predicted a green Christmas 
and a muddy New Year im Canada. His 
prediction proved correct and he found 
himself famous before was prepared for it. He 
maintained that approaching weather may be fore- 
told by such simple points or features as the dryness 
or humidity of previous seasons, extremes of heat 
or cold, general direction of winds, earliness or 
lateness of spring and autumn, conditions of mid- 
summer, first appearance and degree of intensity 
of frost, the number of thunder-storms, and years 
of unusual meteoric displays. Until recent years 
geology and ornithology were Mr. Vennor’s tavorit 
studies. The value of his geological researches 
bas been indicated in some measure. He began to 
collect birds in 1860. In 1865 he made a collection 
on Lake Huron, which was afterward presented to 
Queen’s College, Kingston. His collection of birds 
of prey is one of the most complete on the Ameri- 
can Cuntinent, each bird being represented in all 
ite stages of plumage. Our Birds of Prey was 
published in 1875.]

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 

The tendency of all the new rules and 
practices of the Republican party is to bring 
the organization and control of its affairs 
nearer to the people who furnish the votes. 
A great step in this direction wag taken in 
1880 when the system of district representa- 
tion was adopted by the National Convention. 
„Boss rule” was effectually undermined by 
this departure, and the Republican voters of 
each Congressional district are this secured 
direct and separate representation in making 
up the platform and selecting the candidates 
for a Presidential election. | 

Another important reform was achieved by 
the late convention when it was decided that 
the National Committee be made up of those 
only who are eligible as Presidential Electors. 
By this rule Government officeholders are 
excluded from service on that committee, 
and the rank and file of tha party will be 
represented from every State and Territory. 
A scheme for proportional representation 
was also brought forward, whereby it was 
proposed that the States and districts should 
de represented in the National Convention in a 
fair proportion to the number of Republican 
votes they cast. This proposition failed partly 
from a misapprehension of its effect and part- 
ly because it was introduced before the nom- 
inations were made, which was 4n unfavor- 
able time, There was an ifmpression that it 
would make a serious inroad upon the repre- 
sentation from the Southern States, and as 
the candidates had not yet been chosen and 
all were desirous of propitiating the South- 
ern delegates it was not pressed. But such a 
basis of representation is eminently fair, be- 
cause it gives the Republyan States the 
proper preponderance of strength in choosing 
the candidates they are expected to elect, and 
it is safe to predict that the principle will be 
adopted by the convention four years hence. 

The scheme proposed for proportional rep- 
resentation was, in brief, as follows: 
(1) Four delegates-at-large from dach State; 
(2) onedelegate from each Congressional dis- 
trict; (8) an additional delegate from each 
district for every 10,000 votes or majority 
fraction thereof cast for the Republican 
Electoral ticket at the last preceding Presi- 
dential election. The Territories and Dis- 
trict of Columbia were to be represented, as 
now, by two delegates from each. 

The effect of such a rule may be illustrated 
by its operation in the Chicago Congressional 
districts. In 1880, the last preceding Pres- 
idential election,” there were three of these 
districts. In the First District there were 
over 22,000 Republican votes cast. On the 
basis proposed the First District in IIli- 
nois would have been entitled to three dele- 
gates—one delegate like every other district 
and two additional delegates for the 22,000 
Republican votes cast. There were over 
20,000 Republican votes cast in the Second II- 
linois District, which would also have had 
three delegates. The 16,627 Republican 
votes cast in the Third District would also 
have given it two additional delegates—one 
for the first 10,000 and one for a majority 
fraction (6,627) of a second 10,000, The to- 
tal Illinois delegation in the National Con- 
vention would have been increased by this 
means (taking four for the State at large and 


n number from each district proportioned to 


the Republican vote) from forty-four to fifty- 
six—a gain of twelve votes. Under this 
rule no district in the country wonld be de- 
prived of representation in the National Con- 
vention, and only such districts would be re- 
duced to one delegate each where less than 
5.000 Republican votes (a minority fraction 
of 10,000) had been cast for President at the 
preceding election. 

If this rule had been applied to the con- 
vention held last week the representation 
from the various States would have been re- 
distributed as set forth in the following table:

TWENTY-ONE LITTLE GRAVES. 

In a small apple-orchard behind the Sum- 
mit Grove Sanitarium, near Hammonton, 
in New Jersey, there have just been dis- 
covered twenty-one little graves. These 
graves contain all that remains of twenty- 
three babies who were received at the sani- 
tarium since the beginning of this year. This 
Foundlings’ Home was started last January 
by Miss Symenthe 8. Nivison, who procured 
the funds for it by representing herself to be 
a person of thorough medical training, and 
who described her project in the circular 
which she issued to catch subscribers in lan- 
guage of combined piety and philanthropy. 
Her piety and philanthropy were of the 
kind that turned to the pockets of the benev- 
olent an alluring face, while the babies 
under her care were left to die for lack of 
food, medicine, and proper care, if they 
were not subjects of a more deliberate means 
of extermination. The victims of her piety 
and philanthropy were buried without a word 
of funeral farewell, and were put into their 
graves in rough pine boxes, some of them 
holding two of the little ones. 

There is a suspicion that there was some- 
thing much blacker than mere incompetence 
in this direful mortality among the wards of 
the home.“ The washerwoman of the 
house testified that the infants were improp- 
erly cared for, that the milk given them was 
watered until it became almost worthless, 
and that there was no other food to give the 
nourishment required. The babies were kept 
in cold rooms without enough clothing to 
keep them warm. The matron of the char- 
nel-house, Miss Nivison, testified that the 
medicines she gave the children were princi- 
pally aconite, belladonna, and morphine. It 
was her theory, she said, that children could 
be raised on milk and tea, combined with 


such medicines. She was so well convinced.

periment, and did so fearlesly.“ Her 
formula for the giving’ of morphine was: 
One grain of morphine in two-thirds of a cup 
of black tea, to be given as needed. Her 
explanation of the great number of deaths

THE NEW SCHEME PROMISES TO WORK WELL. 

„ranch No.1” of the Public Library was 
opened yesterday at No. 154 Twenty-second 
street. Mr. P. V. the agent in 
charge, stated last evening that he had received 
calis during the day from twenty-five patrons 
of the library desiring to return old books and 
secure new ones. This is considered a good 
showing for the first day, as the existence of 
the branch office was not generally wn. 
Nearly all of those who profited dy the a 
ments ex much gratification for the 
plan which enables them to save so much time’ 
Very fewof them, it appears, have much 
business down-town, and they have often been 
compelled to make a trip for no other purpose 
than to return one book and get another. Un- 
der the new system they may call at the place 
named and leave their cards and the books 
they wish to return, and in a few hours the 
book or books desired will be delivered to them 
at the branch office. Orders leftin the morning 
are complied with by 4 p. m., and those left 
after 4 p. m. will be complied with at 10 a. m. 
the following morning. The vehicle in which 
the books are transferred from the library 
makes two calls at the brauch office per day, 
one at 8 o'clock in the morning and the other 
at 1:15 p. m., returning at 10 a. m. and 4 p. m. 
No extra charge is made, and the cost to the 
library is said to be trifling. 

The southwestern branch is located at No. 
479 South Halsted street, At this branch twen- 
ty-three orders for books were filled and four 
or five applications for library privileges were 
filed. No. 479 is a little shop where musical in- 
struments, tobacco, and toys are soid. At the 
counter on one side are ‘seats for four five 
persons to examine the finding-lists s be- 
fore them. Considering that there is as yet no 
sign displayed to indicate that this is 4 branch 
of the Public Library, those in charge think 
that they made a good record for the first day.

CAMEO PORTRAITS. 
HOW THEY ARE MADE AND FOR WHOM. 

“ Yes, sir, I am the artist who out it.“ said 
the tall, shaggy bearded, elderly with 
weary eyes. It was a cameo a trifle larger 
than a silver dollar. The likeness—that of a 
well-known man—was very good, and the de- 
tails and finish of the work seemed to the un- 
skilled and uncritical reportorial mind very 
clever. 

“I am one of the few cameo-cutters in Ameri- 
oa, said the old man. and. except a bare few, 
they all do as I do—traveli from city to city and 
solicit orders. I have cut about 200 cameos in 
Chicago. I out over 3800 in St. Louis, and did 
best of all in New York and Philadelphia. 
Though I did not while there cut very many 
cameos, I made the most money in Cuba. The 
Cubans were wiliing to pay liberally+~much 
more so than the or of this country are. 

“ How dol work? Ibave a few more tools 
than the first cutters and gravers did—those 
who lived in ancient Rome—but not many. My 
tools are simple, hardly worth description. A 
few sharp-edged tools, a little emery, oil, and 
polishing instruments that's all. Where doI 
get the stone I use? It is more properly a shell, 
since only few people will pay enough to war- 
rant the use of onyx. I get it from a certain 
part of Germany. The outer layeris white, 
and out of this I cut the profile, cutting away 
the white part untill reach the black lower 
layer. It takes me about a week to finish such 
a bead as this, and for it I get about $25, It is 
not what you might call an easy trade, It is 
hard on the eyes, hard on the patience, on 
your chances of becoming independent. 

The 
best in the world asarule. Their features— 
especiaily young women’s and girls’ features 
are distinct, clear, you might say sharp. While 
there is hardly any one type of beauty that is 
widespread, there are thousands of beautiful 
women and men, too, in this land whose feat- 
ures it is a pleasure for an artist to transfer to 
this everiasting stone, even if bis reward is 
only slight.”

About nine years ago this man Lodensky, 
upon reaching the age of 21 years, inherited a 
legacy of about $10,000. He at once purchased

frozen and they imagined life was extinct, 


Upon the advice of one of the men, who held 


that a spark of life was yet remaining within 
him, he was carefully removed to a small but 
a few miles distant, where restoratives were 
applied and everything possibie was done to re- 
suscitate him. 

In the meantime the village physician was 
sent for who administered remedies, and his 
patience and perseverance were soon rewarded 
by detecting a slight sign of life; but the doo- 
tor was so amazed and dumfounded to see his 
patient live after passing through such a ter- 
ridle ordea! that he at once wrote the Medical 
University at Vienna, giving full particulars of 
the strange case, and asking for 8 to 
place the man in the hospital at Vienna. His 
removal to Vienna was ordered at once and 
without del Then followed ten days of 
traveling, an “when he finally arrived ir 2 the 
Austrian Capital he soon proved to be the won- 
der of the medical fraternity of that city, 
and everything known to the world of 
medical science was tried to restore 
him to consciousness and iife. Dr. 
Schroetter, of Vienna, one of the most promi- 
nent throat specialists of Europe, took special 
charge of this extraordinary case. When éx- 
amined at the clinic the discovery was made 
that bis windpipe was entirely severed, the 
larynx destroyed, and the esophagus, or the 
canal which carries the food from the mouth 
to the stomach, was cut and in an inflamed 
condition. That was the principal difficulty 
which presented itself to the surgeons, and 
nothing could be done with the other organs 
until this was thoroughly cured. For two 
years the unfortunate sufferer did not swallow 
a particle of food which was not administered 
by artificial methods. In March, 1879, he was 
first enabled to swallow liquid tood in the 
ordinary way; then began the difficulty with 
the speaking and breathing organs. It wok

Whenever 
he talks he closes the hole on his neck with one 
of his fingers, thus forming an air 
from the mouth to the lungs. Whenever he 
removes this tube, as de frequently does for 
the benefit of physicians, ＋ movement of a 
living larnyx can plainly be seen; also the in- 
terior walls of one of the bronchial tubes. 

From Vienna be was removed to London by

The Coroner’s semi-annual report showed 
that during the last six months ending May 31 
there bad been reported to him 539 cases, upon 
which he had held 492 inquests, the re 
maining forty-seven cases not coming under 
the statute requiring an inquest. The receipts 
of bis office amounted to $400 and the expendi- 
tures to $401. The Cierk ot tho Criminal Court 
reported that durmg the last six months the 
fees earned by the employés of his office 
umounted to $9,480, on which only $1,780 had 
been collected thus far. 

The quarterly report of the Warden of the 
County Hospital showed that the average num- 
ber of patientain the Hospital was 412 each day.
